A CLEARING HOUSE FOR INFORMATION, 
Assistance to British Traders. 


Through the wide ramifications of its overseas intelligence 
service the Department of Overseas Trade receives a constant 
flow of valuable information from all important overseas markets, 
covering all commercial subjects of interest to British traders 
engaged in export trade. This information is collated «end is 
sent to any British trader likely to be interested. 

Special enquiries are instituted in response to direct requests 
for information, if such informaton is not already in the possession 
of the Department. 

As indicating the nature of the information which the Depart- 
ment is in a position to supply, mention may made of the 
following :—Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender, and 
other openings for British trade; existing and probable future 
demand for specific lines of British goods ; the extent and nature 
of competition and the best methods of meeting it; usual methods 
of business, terms of credit, payment, etc.; agency conditions ; 
Customs Regulations and Tariffs; Regulations covering Commer- 
cial Travellers, Certificates of Origin, etc., sources of supply, 
prices, etc., of trade products; Shipping and Transport, eto. Ihe 
Department also — lists of names of likely importers of 
British goods or of firms or individuals considered suitable to act 
as representatives or agents of British firms. 


CO-OPERATION WITH THE COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY. 

The aim of the Department is to co-operate as closely as possible 
with the commercial community in its efforts to rebuild and, 
where feasible, to increase its pre-war export trade. Officers of 
the Department, both from Overseas and from Headquarters, 
visit periodically Chambers of Commerce in the industrial centres 
of the Kingdom, in order to keep in close touch with business 
men. 


FOREIGN COMPETITION IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. | 

For a trader successfully to compete in foreign markets, it 1s 
necessary that he should know the goods which competitors are 
offering. The Department has, therefore, formed a very exten- 
sive collection, which is being constantly increased, of samples of 
foreign competitive goods and commercial products. Over 70,000 
such samples are now available for inspection by British traders 





at the Department’s Showrooms, 7 to 11, Old Bailey, E.C. Adver- 
tising plays a large part in export, as in home trade, and the 
Department has collected over 16,000 foreign trade catalogues 
(including German and Austrian) which may also be inspected at 
the above ad The collection has been efficiently indexed 
under both Articles of Manufacture and Names of Manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH TRADER ABROAD. 

Representatives of British firms when travelling abroad can 
obtain much valuable information from a man who is in close 
daily contact with the commercial life of the country concerned. 
British firms should, therefore, instruct their travelling 
representatives to call upon Commercial Diplomatic 
Officers in foreign countries, or H.M. Trade Commissioners in 
the countries of the Empire, who will give them first-hand 
unbiassed information, and will do all in their power to assist 
them in their business. 


FAIRS AND EXHIBITIONS. 

The Department organises Fairs and Exhibitions at which 
British traders have the opportunity of displaying their goods 
before buyers of all nations. At the best-known of these Fairs— 
the British Industries Fair—held during February and March of 
1920, British manufacturers are estimated to have taken orders 
amounting to over £10,000,000 


CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 

One of the most important services rendered by the Department 
is the supply of confidential] information regarding trade openings 
and other matters likely to be of interest to manufacturers and 
merchants. This is done chiefly by means of the Special Register, 
concerning which details are given below.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR TRADE IN OVERSEAS MARKETS. 
The Department’s Special Register Service. 


The trader who has at his command a sure and prompt supply 
of information concerning possible developments in _ countries 
abroad, or any other specific openings for British trade, is in an 
immeasurably more favourable position for securing business 
than he who depends for his information upon publication of 
the news. The one receives a considerable start in the com- 
petitive race, while the other suffers a handicap which, in very 
many cases, practically nullifies his chances of securing the 
business. 

Information of this kind is reaching the Department of Over- 
seas Trade in increasing volume from iis commercial] representa- 
tives who are now stationed in every important market abroad. 
British firms wishing to make sure of receiving information of 
interest to them should enrol themselves on the Specia] Register 
of the Department. 

Publicity is, of course, given in the “Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
or in the Trade Press to many of the reports received by the 
Department. A great mass of the information coming to the De- 
partment cannot, however, be so treated because of its confidential 
or semi-confidential character. When a report relates to a 
specific opening for trade or to some other matter upon -vhich 
it is desirable that British firms should have advance informa- 
tion, it is sent by means of the Special Register Service to all 
those firms to which it is likely to be of interest. 

The Special Register comprises, at present, the names of some 
3,000 British firms, manufacturing or dealing in British goods. 
These firms are grouped and classified according to both the 
nature of the and the markets in which they are interested, 
thus facilitating the despatch of relative information and avoiding 
as far as possible the receipt of particulars which are of no 
interest tothem. At the same time it is thought desirable to send 
the firms too much rather than too little so as to ensure that they 
get all news which is of use to them. 

The fee for admission to the Special Register is £2 4s. 6d. per 
annum and, in return for this subscription, the firms who have 
enrolled themselves not only get the “Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
every week, but they are assured of obtaining promptly, by 
means of the Special Register Series of confidential circulars, 
every report or item of news likely to concern them. Sometimes 
these reports contain advance information which subsequently 
becomes generally known. Frequently they contain information 
which it is desired to keep confidential, so that British firms may 
reap full benefit from it. 





AMOUNT OF INFORMATION SUPPLIED. 

The amount of information supplied to the various trades 
naturally differs, but some idea of the aggregate volume of in- 
formation disseminated through this Service may be gained when 
it is stated that the average number of Special Register circulars 
distributed during a quarter ranges between 300 and 400. 


_ VALUE OF INFORMATION RECEIVED. 

It is obviously impossible to measure in pounds, shillings and 
pence, the value to British firms of the information thus 
received. In cases where business results, the actual value of the 
transaction in question may be great or small, but there is ample 
evidence that long-lasting and profitable business connexions 
frequently owe their inception to an initial transaction due to 
information received through this Service. 

Were it desirable to do so, a large number of cases could be 
cited in which useful and valuable business has resulted from 
action taken by British firms on information sent to them through 
the Special Register Service. 


QUALIFICATION FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Any approved United Kingdom firm actually producing, or 
exporting, British goods to the proportion of at least 50 per cent. 
of its total trade, is eligible to admission to the Special Register. 

The Register 1s not open to non-British Traders. 

As stated above, the fee for admission to the Register is 
£2 4s. 6d. per annum, which includes the annual subscription 
to the “Board of Trade Journal.’’

CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


The thirteenth meeting of the Uniform Clothing Sub- 
Committee of the Standing Committee on Trusts was 
held on 21st December, when it was decided to request 
further evidence from certain Government Departments, 

On the same date judgment was given in the High 
Ccurt of Justice discharging the rule nisi which had 
been obtained to bring up and quash the decision of 
the Complaints Tribunal in the case of Jackman 
Beeney v. nvany. (This case was reported in the 
** Journal ”’ of 25rd September 366.) 

The fourth meeting of the Electric Cables Sub-Com- 
mittee (Trusts) was held on 22nd December, when 
further evidence was taken. 

The second meeting of the Coal (Scheme) Sub-Com- 
mittee (Prices and Trusts) was held on the same date. 
Further evidenee was taken and the Chief Accountant's 
Report was received. The Secretary was instructed to 
proceed with the preparation of a draft Report. 





DYESTUFFS (IMPORT REGULATION) ACT, 1920. 
APPLICATIONS FOR LICENCES. 


The Board of Trade desire to draw attention. to tie 
fact that the Dyestuffs (Import Regulation) Act, 1920, 
will come into force on 15th January, 1921, and 
that import licences will be required in respect of any 
goods covered by the Act which may arrive in the 
United Kingdom on.or after that date. Applications for 
such licences should be addressed to the Seeretary, the 
Dvestuffs Advi isory Licensing Committee, Danlee Build 
ings, 58, Spring Gardens, M: inche ster, and should give 
the Sollawine information, viz. 

(1) Name and address of sabia: 
(2) Description of goods (including the brand mark in 
the case of dyes) in respect of which his licence is 





required. 

(3) Quantity and approximate value of each product 
required. 

(4) Name and address of manufacturer abroad. 

(5) Name and address of consignor abroad and ports of 
shipment and arrival. 

(6) Particulars of packages and marks, where known. 

(7) The purposes for which the goods are to be used 
and the reasons why a licence should be granted. 

(8) Estimated period for which the quantities in question 
will suffice. 

At a little later date special forms of application wl! 


be available, but in the meantime applications by letter 
giving the above information will be considered. 

The Dyestuffs (Impert Regulation) Aet, which pro- 
hibits the importation into the United Kinedom, except 
under licence, of all synthetic organic dyestuffs, colours 
and colouring matters and all organic intermediate 
preducts used in the manufacture of such dyestuffs. 
colours, or colouring matters, provides for the charge of 
a fee not to exceed £5 in respect of each licence issued. 
No remittances, however, in respect of this licence 
fee should be sent with the application ; the amount wil] 
be notified in each case to the firm concerned. 





TESTING LOW TENSION ELECTRIC 
DETONATORS. 


Attention is directed by the Mines Department to» 
the practice of testing low tension electric detonators 
by passing a small current of electricity through them 
in series with a galvanometer. Explosion of the 
detonator has resulted in some cases in iniury to tha 
operator. 
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All danger can be eliminated by placing the detonator 
to be tested in a strong iron pipe or other suitable 
receptacle before passing the current through it. By 
this simple precaution the danger from flying fragments 
of the metal tube of the detonator is entirely done away 
with. It is desirable that all persons engaged in such 
an operation shuuld be warned of the attendant danger 
and the ready means by which it can be avoided. 





ANGLO-GERMAN DEBTS. 

British nationals who have registered claims against 
German nationals in respect of pre-war debts will 
shortly receive a notification from the Clearing Office 
that the last day for making the necessary statutory 
declaration in support of their claims is 3lst March, 
1921. No claim in respect of pre-war debts will be 
admitted which is lodged after that date, unless the 
Controller of the Clearing Office is satisfied that the 
omission to lodge the declaration by the date mentioned 
arose from circumstances for which the creditor could 
uot justly be held responsible.

OPENING OF BRITISH CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE IN SWITZERLAND. 


The efforts which have been made to consolidate and 
develop Anglo-Swiss commercial relations, and 
which have crystallised in the institution of the first 
British Chamber of Commerce in Switzerland, received 
tull and appreciative comment in the Swiss Press on 
the oeeasion of the official opening of the Chamber at 
Bale on 11th December. The inaugural ceremony was 
performed by H.M. Minister at Berne, accompanied by 
the Commercial Secretary to the Legation, and among 
the 120 guests were Mr. Falconer Crows (Chairman of 
the Chamber), Mr. Galland (Vice-Chairman), of 
Lausanne. H.M. Consuls at Bale, Berne, and Lucerne, 
a number of British members, all the chief Swiss 
authorities in Bale, and the heads of the principal indus- 
tries there, and the chief of the Government railroads. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation states, 
with reference to the funds of the Chamber, that there 
have been received up to date about 60.000 Swiss franes 
as donations; in many cases the Chamber has also re- 
ceived undertakings of single annual subscriptions 
amounting to 500 francs.. 








ARTIFICIAL SUBSTITUTE FOR VENEERS, 
KTC.—AN AUSTRALIAN INVENTION. 

A recent Australian invention of an artificial composi- 
tion similar to veneer should be of interest to manufac- 
turers in proximity to large supplies of waste material 
of vegetable origin, such ag sawdust, etc 

As patent applications are pending in Australia, 
Canada, and other countries, the inventor is at present 
reticent in furnishing further details other than that the 
substance is worked up entirely from waste fibrous pro- 
ducts and other vegetable matter, and that sawdust can 
be utilised in considerable quantities in the manufacture 
of the cheaper grades of the composition. 

The Canadian Trade Commissioner at Melbourne 
describes the substanes in the following terms :— 

The substance—named ‘‘Keltona’’—can be used for a 
variety of purposes, such as chair backs and seats, furniture 
generally, veneers, wall and other panelling, etc., and can 
he produced to represent excellent marble effects. It is 
capable of being bent freely for a variety of commercial 
purposes, worked with tools, sawn, bored, planed, sand- 
papered, etc., and will take nails with ease. 

At the present time a beginning has been made in 
manufacturing the composition in Melbourne, several 
thousands of pounds having been made available to the 
inventor to develop his proposition on a commercial 
seale,

MONEY AND EXCHANGE IN DECEMBER. 


The Bank Rate remained unaltered at 7 per cent., 
with the Banks Deposit Rate and the Discount Houses 
Call Rate at 5 per cent., the Discount Houses Notice 
Rate at 54 per cent., and the Treasury Bills Rate at 
64 per cent.

Compared with a year ago the Eank Rate and other 
chief rates are 1 per cent. higher, the rate on Bank 
Bills 1 7-82 higher, and the rates for fine trade bills and 
short loans 1 per cent, higher. At the beginning of 
the month there was a great expansion of credit to pay 
War Loan interest and maturing Exchequer Bonds, 
but a large proportion was soon absorbed in fresh 
Treasury Bills. There was a keen demand for short 
loans, with a stiffening rate, and, as is usual in 
December, accommodation ior longer periods was 
difficult to obtain. The money market was naturally 
affected by the generai economic outlook, and on this 
the ‘‘Economist’’ for 18th December observed: ‘‘Dis- 
count rates were steady, hopes of relaxation in the 
raonetary position after the turn of the year being 
balanced by the embarrassments of industry and trade, 
due to the heavy fall in prices, and the consequently 
weak position of produce merchants and of all who hold 
stccks of goods or of securities which are indirectly 
affected by the prevalent liquidation. This state of 
affairs can only be ended when retail prices fully reflect 
the wholesale decline, when the cost of production is 
brought down to meet the effective demand of con- 
sumers, and when, by the provision of credit facilities, 
the productive power, and so the buying power, of the 
impoverished countries can be made good.’’ Already 
the wholesale prices of many commodities, notably 
cotton and rubber, are below the cost of production, but 
that does not stimulate demand because the flow of 
soods at the other end ig choked by high prices. The 
bank pressure in the United States against speculation 
and withholding of goods from sale, and the tem- 
porary demand there for money to pay income tax, have 
caused a shaking out of speculative positions in the 
commodity and security markets, which has had some 
reaction in this country. 

On the Stock Exchange the month opened with a 
partial recovery from the “‘ violent liquidation ’’ of 
the last half of November, but the tide soon turned. 
The public only took 33 per cent. of the Bournemouth 
part of the sevenfold Corporation loan, and the under- 
writers were left with over 90 per cent. of the stock of 
the other six corporations on their hands. This was 
merely an attempt to pick up stock afterwards below 
the issue rates, and the prices quickly advanced. The 
universal demand for money for end-of-the-year needs 
brought out plenty of sellers of all kinds of stocks. 
The oil market “wag the most active and erratic, and 
‘ its movements are held to reflect the course of liquida- 
tion. *’—(‘* Economist,’’ December 11th). The weekly 
cuotations of Mexican Eagles and Five per cent. War 
Loan stock as given weekly in the ‘‘ Economist ”’ are

The latest quotation for Mexican Eagles is ‘‘ ex rights 
and dividend’’ valued at £33. After Christmas 
there was a recovery in the gilt-edged market. 

Tt may be noted that November and December were 
in Wall Street months of liquidation following the 
appreciation of prices in October. The prices of 20 
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representative railroad stocks for the week ended 6th 
November was 84-08 compared with 80°90 a year earlier ; 
for the week to 18th December they were 71°73 against 
75-86; and by 31st December they had rallied to 75°96, 
which was only slightly below the 76°48 of twelve 
months ago. The prices of 20 representative industrial 
shares for the week ended 6th November were 82°85 
compared with 115°54 a year earlier; for the week to 
18th December they were 69°55 against 104-55; and by 
31st December there was a recovery to 71-95, about 
34! per cent. below the measure of 109°88 at the end 
of 1919. 

New issues for December amounted to £11,731,000, 
of which £6,167,000 was on account of loans to the 
British Government and to British Loeal Authorities.

Temporary advances on 38lst December’ were 
£87,250,000, due to the Bank of England, and 
£218,722,000 advanced by Public Departments, in- 
creases of £53,250,000 and £21,608,000 respectively 
since 27th November. These figures reflect the crea- 
tion of credit for payment of debt and interest at the 
beginning of the month, the temporary increase in 
Treasury Bills bought with the money go created, and 
later the attempts of the market to supply itself with 
credit by not renewing matured Treasury Bills. These 
are the usual phenomena of the end of the year. The 
demand for credit was, indeed, so great that the market 
was borrowing from the Bank at the end of the month 
for a week at 74 per cent. Since the beginning of the 
calendar year the floating debt has increased by about 
£58,750,000.

In 1919 there was a seasonal, increase in note issue of 
£21,968,000 between 3rd and 24th December, whereas 
this year the corresponding increase between 1st and 
22nd December was £20,527,000. The Clearing House 
Returns for the week ended 22nd December, 1920. 
amounted to £690,941,000 compared with £772,697,000 
for the week ended 24th December, 1919, the decline 
of £81,756,000 registering the effects of decreased trade. 

During the year 1920 there was an increase of 
£19,334,000 in note circulation up to 1st December, 
and of £37,525,000 up to the end of the month (i.e., 
including the outstanding part of the temporary 
Christmas inflation). Despite the loud complaints of 
scarcity of credit it is thug seen that there has been an 
actuai increase of credit during the twelve months, 
against which there was an increase of £36,926,000 in 
eoin and bullion at the Bank of England, mainly due 
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to the transfer of gold from other banks. The effect of 
the seasonal demand for money is shown in the reduc- 
tion of the proportion of reserve to liabilities from 
11 per cent. on 24th November to 7{ per cent on Ist 
December, and after a recovery to 93 per cent. it closed 
the year at 74 per cent Particulars of securities and

The improvement in the dollar value of sterling, which 
closed on 31st December at 3°53, was in the main due 
to the ebbing of the flood of grain and cotton bills on 
british account, but on the other hand. to quote the 
‘*“Commercia! and Financial Chronicle’’ of 11th 
December, ‘‘ the demand for American dollars in London 
by French interests coincidental to seasonal require- 
ments '’ was a cause of weakness affecting the franc 
as well as the pound. The depreciation of the lire pro- 
ceeded still further. The Swiss exchange moved 
slightly in our favour, but the Dutch and Seandinavian 
exchanges went against us. The Spanish exchange 
moved at first in our favour, but after the stoppage of 
the Barcelona bank it reacted owing to the necessity for 
British financial houses to provide their Spanish 
branches with money against a possible run. The 
Buenos Aires exchange closed the year only slightly 
worse than par, but there will probably be a revers« 
movement when the wheat exporting season begins.

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INTERNATIONAL CREDITS. SCHEME. 


THE REVISED TEXT. 


We give below the text of the International Credits 
Scheme which was originally put forward by M. ter 
Mculen, and subsequently revised at Geneva by the 
Previsional Economic and Financial Committee ap- 
pointed by the Council of the League of Nations. <A 
Report by the Provisional Committee on the Scheme is 
also given :-— 








REPORT OF THE PROVISIONAL ECONOMIC AND 
FINANCIAL COMMITTEE. 


I. We have studied in detail the scheme proposed by 
M. ter Meulen, and commanded by the International 
Financial Conference. The scheme is designed, as indicated 
in Clause 1, to enable ‘‘impoverished nations which under 
present circumstances are unable to obtain accommodation 
on reasonable terms in the open market’’ to ‘‘command the 
confidence necessary to attract funds for the financing of 
their essential imports .. .” 

With this object the schenie proposes the formation of an 
International organisation for the provision of guarantees 
which on, the one hand will ensure adequate security for 
lenders, and on the other hand will protect the autonomy 
of the borrowing countries. 

In submitting to the Council the main features of this 
organisation we ask for its approval of the experimental 
steps which we recommend. We think we should draw par- 
ticular attention to Clause 7 of the scheme. This article 
contemplates that in certain eventualities the Council shall 
take responsibility with regard to the transfer of the ad- 
ministration of the assigned assets from the participating 
Governments to the International Commission. 

Countries exposed by the weakness of their credit to 
onerous conditions and exacting demands, will thus secure 
an impartial tribunal to protect them. They will find in it 
a support when dealing with their creditors, and, being re- 
lieved of any fear of unfair political pressure they could 
readily accept methods of administration which would not, 
as in the case of certain ‘‘debt Councils,’’ threaten an en- 
croachment on their sovereign rights; these sovereign rights 
would remain under the protection of the Council of the 
League of Nations. Being thus able, without misgivings, 
to offer to lenders adequate guarantees. they should be in a 
position to borrow on more reasonable terms than would 
otherwise be the case. 

There are many details of administration on which we 

have not felt competent to lay down definite proposals for 
procedure, and these remaining questions must be dealt 
with by the officials ultimately appointed to carry out the 
scheme (see para. below). 
ITI. The question has arisen at many poin*. of our dis- 
cussion how far the League, by setting up the International 
Commission, contemplated in the scheme, would be con- 
sidered to involve itself in any financial or other guarantee 
against losses by the parties concerned. 

We recognise that the Council, if it adopts the plan, will 
be under a moral obligation to provide such reasonable safe- 
guards as are in its power, but we think that it should be 
made quite clear both on the bonds themselves and other- 
wise that in setting up the machinery contemplated under 
the scheme, the League in no wav commits itself to any 
financial or administrative guarantees and assumes no lia- 
bility whatever in respect of any losses which may occur. 

TIT. In view of the urgent necessity of providing some 
means for remedying the ills of the present international 
credit situation, we consider that a trial should certainly 
be given to a scheme, offering, as in our opinion this scheme 
offers, a fair promise of achieving success. On the other hand 
we hesitate to recommend the Council of the League 
to commit itself forthwith to the setting up of an extensive 
and expensive organisation for the working of the scheme. 
without anv certainty that either borrowers or lenders will 
make use of it. In our view the Council should proceed in 
the matter by gradual stages, and while doing all in its 
power to ensure the success of the scheme. if experience 
shows that it is in fact capable of meeting the demands of 
the situation, should retain for itself liberty to draw back. 
if necessary, and a measure of flexibilitv in the scheme in 
the event of extensive modifications proving requisite. 

IV. We. therefore, recommend that the Council should 
adopt the following procedure with a view to giving prac- 
tical effect to the scheme as soon as possible. 

(1) The Financial Section of the Provisional Economic 
and Financial Committee should be at once authorised to se- 
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cure the services of a competent business man of high stand- 
ing to act as Organiser of International Credits contem- 
plated in the scheme, who shali have authority to engage 
such assistance as the Committee may approve. If neces. 
sary, the Organiser might be in receipt of a salary from the 
start. 

(2) The Organiser, in consultation with the Committee, 
who shall be represented for this purpose by the Chairman 
of the Financial Section, should— 

(a) Prepare a constitution for the International Com- 
mission. 

(b) Work out the details of the scheme in all its bearings, 
including the preparation, with legal advice where 
necessary, of forms of bonds, pledges, ete. .. . 

(c) Consider how far the scheme can be worked in con- 
junction with existing services in the various coun- 
tries, international or otherwise. 

(d) Make enquiries as to how far borrowing countrics 
are likely to avail themselves of the scheme, and 

(e) Advise on the executive organisation likely to be 
required, with an estimate of the cost thereof, which 
if the scheme eventually becomes effective should 
be covered out of the proceeds of reasonable charges 
for commission. 

(3) On completion of the work outlined in (2) above, if 
it is not apparent—and until it is apparent—that the set- 
ting up of an Executive Committee Organisation, with the 
attendant expenses, would be justified by the then existing 
demand for credits under the scheme, we suggest that— 

(i) The Organiser should be empowered to carry out 
temporarily, under the supervision of the Finance 
Section of the Provisional Economic and Financial 
Committee, such of the duties in the scheme 
assigned to the International Commission, as it mav 
be necessary to perform in the meantime. 

(ii) The Secretariat of the Finance Section, with expert 
help as far as may he required, should also be placed 
at the disposal of the Organiser, for the temporary 
performance of the duties assigned to the Exeen- 
tive Organisation. 


TEXT OF THE SCHEME. 


1. In order that impoverished nations which under 
present circumstances are unable to obtain accommodation 
on reasonable terms in the open market may be able to com- 
mand the confidence necessary to attract funds for the 
financing of their essential imports, an International Com- 
mission shall be constituted under the auspices of the League 
of Nations. 

2. The Commission shall consist of bankers and business 
men of International repute, appointed by the Council of 
the League of Nations, and shall have discretion to appoint 
agents and sub-Commissions and to devolve upon them the 
exercise of its functions. 

3. The Governments of countries desiring to participate 
shall notify to the Commission what specific assets they are 
prepared to assign as security for commercial credits to be 
granted by the nationals of exporting countries. 

4. The Commission, after examination of these assets, 
shall determine the gold value of the credits which it would 
approve against the security of these assets. 

S. The participating Governments shall then be author- 
ised to issue bonds to the gold value approved by the Com- 
mission. The bonds shall be in such form, with such date of 
maturity and rate of interest, as the Commission may de- 
cide, and shall, in particular, enumerate the assets pledged 
against the bonds. The denomination of each bond, and 
the specific currency in which it is to be issued, shall be 
determined by the participating Government in agreement 
with the Commission, in accordance with the conditions 
applicable to the particular transactions in respect of which 
they are issued. 

6. The service of these bonds, which will be obligations 
of the issuing Government, shall be specifically secured out 
of the revenue of the assigned assets. 

7. The assigned assets shall be administered bv the 
participating Government or by the International Com- 
mission as (a majority of) the Council of the League of 
Nations may determine on the proposal of the International 
Commission. Nevertheless, in cases where the administra- 
tion of the assigned assets is in the hands of the participat- 
ing Government, the International Commission at anv time 
may. and in the event of default shall, require the partici- 
pating Government to transfer the administration of the 
assets to itself. 

The participating Government shall have the right to ap- 
peal to the Council of the League of Nations against this 
requirement, and the decision of the Council of the League 
of Nations on those questions shall he binding. | 
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8. The revenue from the assigned assets shall be ap- 
plied as follows to the service of the bonds : — 

(i) Out of these revenues the Commission shall purchase 
and hold, or the participating Government shall satisfy 
the Commission that it has purchased and holds, foreign 
currencies sufficient to provide 

(a) Cover for the coupons falling due in the next year 
of all bonds at any time outstanding in each of such 
currencies. 

(b) A sinking fund calculated to redeem at maturity 
LO per cent. of the bonds outstanding in each of the 
different countries. 

(c) A reserve in such foreign currency or currencies as 
the International Commission may determine for 
the redemption of any bonds sold in accordance with 
paragraph 16. 

(ii) Any surplus remaining after the provision of these 
services shall be at the free disposal of the participating 
Government. 

9. The participating Government will be free either to 
pledge its own bonds as collateral for credits for approved 
imports on its own account or to lend the bonds to its 
nationals as collateral for credits for approved imports on 
ptivate account, and for the latter purpose will be free to 
fix such terms including the security, if any, to be given, 
as it may think fit. 

These terms shall be communicated to the Commission. 
The bonds shall not be used for any other purpose than those 
specified in this clause. 

10. Each bond shall before issue be countersigned by 
the Commission in proof of registration. 

il. The fundamental purpose of the scheme being tc 
facilitate and expedite the import of such raw materials and 
primary necessaries as will enable the borrowing countries 
to re-establish production especially for export, bonds se- 
cured on the assigned assets shall not be utilised as colla- 
teral for credits for the import of other commodities, pro- 
vided that where the Commission is satisfied that the import 
of such other co:imodities will assist in securing the above 
purpose it shall have the discretion to permit special ex- 
ceptions to the above rule subject to such conditions as it 
may think fit. 

12. For each horrowing country the Commission will 
draw up, in consultation with the participating Govern- 
ment, a schedule of approved imports which will be regarded 
as falling within the definition of raw materials and prim- 
ary necessaries. 

13. Particulars of each transaction must be registered 
with the Commission, which, before countersigning a regis- 
tered bond will satisfy itself that the credit is for an ap- 
proved import, and that the period for which it is proposed 
to be granted is a reasonable one. 

14. The same conditions as govern the pledge of its 
bonds as the collateral for credits for imports on private 
account shall apply in cases where the participating Govern- 
ment pledges its own bonds as collateral for imports on 
Government account. 

15. After having received bonds duly countersigned, 
the importer will pledge them with the exporter. 

16. Pledged bonds shall be dealt with as follows :— 

(a) In the absence of any failure by the importer to ful- 
fil his contract with the exporter the coupons on their due 
date and the bonds as they are released shall be returned 
to the importer who shall return them to his Government 
forthwith. 

(b) In the event of the importer not fulfilling the terms 
of his contract. the exporter (or his assigns) may either hold 
the bonds until maturity, or if he prefers he may, at any 
time, sell them in accordance with the laws and customs of 
his country, providing that before the bonds are sold a 
reasonable opportunity shall be given to the issuing Govern- 
ment to re-purchase them by paying to the exporter the 
amount of his claim. The proceeds of such sale shall be ap- 
plied by the exporter towards covering his claims against 
the importer. Anv surplus not required for this purpose 
shall be accounted for by the exporter to the participating 
Government. 

(c) Any coupons or bonds returned to the participating 
Government or purchased by such Government shall be forth- 
with cancelled in accordance with the regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the International Commission: cancelled bonds 
mav subsequently, with the approval of the Commission, be 
replaced by other bonds either in the same or in a different 
currency, in accordance with the conditions governing the 
original issue or bonds. 


APPROVAL OF THE COUNCTT. 


The Council of the League of Nations has approved 
the Scheme, subject to the modification that, pending 
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the establishment of the International Commission, the 
Financial Section of the Provisional Committee (rather 
than the Organiser) shall be responsible to the Council 
tor the working of the Scheme.

INFLUENCE OF ABNORMAL EXCHANGE 
RATES ON TRADE. 

Dealing with the effects of the exchange situation on 
American foreign trade, the “‘New York Commercial’ 
points out that in the United Kingdom, for example, 
workmen are paid substantially five times the amount 
per hour that the same class of employee is paid in 
Germany, about double the wage paid in France and 
Belgium, and three times the salaries paid Italian 
craftsmen. America is in a still more difficult posi- 
tion, for her mechanics are receiving virtually double 
the rate of wage paid in Great Britain, taking into 
consideration, of course, the rate of exchange. 

Recent investigations disclose that the Belgian, 
French and German workers are producing as much 
per hour as the Englishman or the American. It is, 
therefore, inevitable that unless the exchange situa- 
ticn is speedily improved German manufacturers will 
have no difficulty in underselling the manufacturers of 
other nations, despite tariff walls and other trade 
obstacles. 

The abnormal rise in the value of the United States 
dollar, as far as Latin American republics are con- 
cerned, has had a decided tendency to sharply restrict 
purchases; on the other hand, transactions based on 
the pound sterling are equally handicapped by its fall 
and further depreciation. New high records are being 
established daily for the American dollar in most. of 
the countries south of the Rio Grande, and no abate- 
ment is in sight. Meanwhile, Latin American Custom 
Houses are being swamped with accumulated American 
merchandise the withdrawal of which is being refused 
by merchants because of adverse exchange rates. 


INDIA’S TRADE WITH GERMANY. 

According to the Director of Statisties, India, im- 
ports from Germany in the six months April-September, 
1920, were valued at Rs, 1,39 lakhs as against only 
8,000 Rs. in the same period of 1919, and Rs. 5,90 
lakhs in the corresponding half-year of 1913. Exports 
to Germany in the same periods were valued respec- 
tively at Rs. 3,22 lakhs compared with Rs. 77,000 


and Rs. 11,41 lakhs.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS BY AIR, 1919-20. 

The Air Ministry states that from the opening of air 
trafhe with the Continent on 26th August, 1919, until 
the end of November, 1920, the value of all imports 
was £685,054, and of all exports (including re-exports) 
£344 876. 

The volume of goods carried by air in October and 
November, 1520, was about four times that in the same 
two months of 1919, imports having increased from 
£44,077 to £172,332, and exports (including re-exports) 
from £22,987 to £109,831. 

Among the many different kinds of merchandise 
transported the most prominent are articles of cloth- 
ing, furs, jewellery, kinema films, perfumery and 
mechanical components. The bulk of the imports 
eame from France, whence large quantities of ladies’ 
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costumes and dresses, as well as hats, hosiery, feathers, 
artificial flowers, precious stones, and goods of all kinds 
to the value of £96,076 in October and £67,075 in 
November were brought by air.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR ENTERPRISE IN THE 
SOUTH PACIFIC. 

‘The annual trade of the Islands of the South Pacitic 
has been estimated at 10 to 12 millions sterling by the 
svdney Chamber of Commerce, and, according to a 
lecture delivered recently to the members of the Mel- 
bourne Chamber, it should amount in another ten years 
to as much as 50 to 100 millions. The importance of en- 
couraging British enterprise in these Islands cannot 
therefore be exaggerated. Mr. McMahon, F.R.G.S., 
who addressed the Chamber, stated that six years 
ago the Japanese had neither trade nor influenee 
of any consequence in the South Pacific. The position 
is very different to-day, and he explained that in every 
nook and corner of these islands the Japanese are 
setting in with their trade, their influence, and their 
shipping. Mr. McMahon urged upon Australians not 
to neglect opportunities which are open to them at 
present. The islands are being developed by both 
Japanese and American enterprise, and he emphasised 
that Australia should take a leading part in further 
British enterprise, especially as the islands owe a great 
deal of their present economic development to British 
enterprise in the past. They require progressive 
administration, representation, banking, shipping. and 
every other kind of trade facility. |

H.M. Consul-General at Rotterdam, in a dispatch 
recently received in the Department of Overseas Trade, 
states that a small temporary building which was erected 
during the war to accommodate part of his staff, is 
available for use as a sample room for the Commercial 
Department of the Consulate. 

United Kingdom firms wishing to have samples of 
their manufactures exhibited should forward same direct 
to H.M. Consul-General at Rotterdam, at the same time 
advising the Department of Overseas Trade of any action 
so taken.

CANADA. 
VALUE OF FIELD CROPS, 1920. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has issued a preliminary 
estimate of the value of this year’s field crops, compared 
with the final estimates of the two previous years, 1918 and 
1919. Hitherto, the annual preliminary estimate of values 





has been made by the Bureau for Canada only; but this year ° 


the estimate is made for each province as well. The values 
per unit assigned to each crop, and adopted after consulta- 
tion with each of the nine provincial Departments of 
Agriculture, are calculated from current market quotations, 
and they represent the average prices received locally by 
farmers. As there appear to be indications of a continued 
fall in agricultural prices, it is probable that the final 
returns, when published later this month, will show values 
less than those now estimated. 

For the whole of Canada the total value of the field crops 
of 1920, as now preliminarily estimated, amounts to 
1.636,664.900 dols., as compared with 1,452,437,500 dols. in 
1919, and 1,372,935,970 dols. in 1918. the amounts for 1919 
and 1918 representing the final estimates. The total for 
1920 is made up of 536.730.000 dols. for wheat. as compared 
with 364.857.000 dols. in 1919, and 381,677.700 dols. in 1918: 
of 807.121.400 dols. for oats, as compared with 317.097.000 
dols. and 331.357.4000 dols.: of 60.408,600 dols. for barley. 
as arainst 77. 162.700 dols. and 77,378,670 dols. : of 12.215, 400 
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dols. for other grains, as against 128,490,000 dols. and 
147,510,000 dols.; of 139,909,000 dols. for potatoes, as 
against 118,894,200 dols. and 102,235,300 dols.; of 
370,414,000 dols. for hay, clover and alfalfa, as against 
353,892,400 dols. and 249,240,800 dols.; and of 95,767,500 
dols. for other root and fodder crops, as against 91,744,200 
dols. and 83,536,100 dols. * ott 

The unit price for wheat, viz., 1-83 dols. per bushel is 
only 6 cents less than that of last year; and the greatly- 
increased total value is due to the total production, which is 
larger than that of last year by about 100 million bushels. 
On the other hand, the total value of oats is about 10,000,000 
dols. less than that of last year, although the total vield 
shows an increase of over 148 million bushels, being, in 
fact, the largest on record. The decreased value is due to 
the lower price per bushel, which is placed at 57 cents 
instead of 80 cents. Hay, clover, and alfalfa, though less 
in yield, is higher in value on account of the high price per 
ton, which is 26-59 dols. for hay and clover, as against 20-72 
dols. last year and 16-25 dols. in 1918. The prices for hay 
this year constitute a record. The total value for potatoes 
is the highest on record, and is due to the record crop; but 
as large losses are indicated as likely to occur through 
rotting, the value for 1920 must be regarded as subject to 
discount.

TOBACCO CROP OF ONTARIO, 1920. 


(From the Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
TorRonTo. 


A Report on the Ontario Tobacco Crop for 1920, prepared 
by the Tobacco Inspector of the Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, shows that the crop was the largest ever produced, 
at 22,121,500 lb. At present the market seems very dull. It 
has not opened yet for the White Burley, of which the pro- 
duction totalled 19,862,400 lb., and only a few crops of flue- 
cured tobacco have been bought at prices varying from 42 
cents to 48 cents per lb. This is likely to be the maximum 
price paid for the year for Canadian flue-cured tobacco. 

It is expected that the future will witness a gradual 
reduction in the acreage of White Burley in Ontario until a 
safe limit is reached ; that is to say, until the exact amount 
of White Burley is grown which can be used by the Canadian 
factories with a surplus for export trade for this variety, if 
such a business can be developed. A portion of the flue-cured 
tobacco may be shipped to the United Kingdom, but it must 
be borne in mind that only the best grades are required in 
Canada.

For the first nine months of the year imports totalled 
£E76,138,751, as compared with £E30,818.793 in the cor- 
responding period of 1919, an increase of £K45,319,958. 
Exports totalled €E72,107,129, as compared with 
£E41,072,606 in the corresponding period of 1919, an 
increase of £F31,034,523. This gives an adverse trade 
balance of £E4,031,622. Re-exports totalled £E1.821,917 
for the nine months under review, or 2 decrease of 
£™1.739,112 compared with the corresponding period of

Ture CHANGE IN THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Commenting on these returns, the ‘‘Egyptian Commercial 
and Shipping Review” states that the most striking fact 
disclosed is that the traditional trade balance in favour of 
Ferpt. amounting at the end of 1919 to £E28.500.000, and 
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to £E9,000,000 four months ago, has been converted inte 
an adverse balance of just over £E4,000,000. This has come 
about in spite of an increase of £E31.000,000 in the value 
of the exports to well over £E72,000,000, all but £E8,000,000 
of which is represented by raw cotton sold at still extravagant 
prices. It is, of course, varns and textile goods that have 
sent the imports up to such an astonishing figure as 
£76,000,000. This is just two and-a-half times the value 
of the imports in the first nine months of 1919. Cotton 
piece-goods alone were imported to the valuc of £E15,500.000. 
as compared with £K6,309,153 in the corresponding period 
of 1919. There were still close upon 10,000 bales and cases 
in stock at the bonded warehouses, Alexandria, at the end 
of October. Moreover, there was a distinct set-back in 
October as regards clearances after the steady improvement 
that set in after April. It is thus not difficult to understand 
why only a few thousand pounds were realised at the 
Customs’ sale early in November. when textile and other 
goods to the value of about £E60,000 were offered at a 
30 per ‘cent. reduction. Merchants were still labouring 
under the burden of their own heavy stocks, and it may be 
said that they are not likely to be helped in this respect by 
the present decline in cotton prices. 





MALTA. 





NEW ELECTRICITY GENERATING PLANT 
PROPOSED. 

The Acting Manager of the Water Works and Electric 
Lighting Department at Valetta, Malta. has recommended 
the installation of a new electricity generating plant. In his 
report, dated 13th August, he states that the maximum 
simultaneous load at the Central Station is 686 kilowatts. 
The load has now reached a stage at which, in the event of 
breakdown of the 400 kilowatts generator which has been 
in daily service for the last three vears, it will be necessary 
to disconnect a large part of the system, there being no spare 
plant of sufficient power to take up the full load. The 
inadequacy of the present plant is being aggravated by the 
increasing demand for current, not only from localities where 
the system is already in existence, but also from outlying 
centres such as Rabato, Zebbug. Curmi, Hamrun, Zeitun. 
and Paula, from which over 600 applications have been 
received. 

In these circumstances, nothing can be gained by post- 
poning the provision of a new generating unit. Apart, in 
fact, from the economy realisable by the use of an up-to-date 
unit, loss of custom, and of the profit arising therefrom, 
can only result from such postponement. 

{t is considered that delivery of new plant of the type 
suitable for local requirements cannot be made in less than a 
year from date of ordering.

TRADE FOR FISCAL YEAR 
380TH JUNE. 
(From H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner.) 
MontTREAL. 

The statistics of the trade of the Dominion of Newfound- 
land, given below, reveal the fact that while the imports 
into Newfoundland from the United Kingdom nearly 
doubled in the fiscal vear ended 30th June, and those from 
the United States show a decided decrease, the latter are 
still three or four times the former. 

As sentiment and desire are all in favour of trade with 
the United Kingdom, there is no reason whatever why, in 
the comparatively near future, the positions of imports into 
Newfoundland from the United Kingdom and the United 
States should not be reversed, but this state of things 
depends on United Kingdom manutacturers and adequate: 
shipping facilities.

{MPORT POLICY RECOMMENDATIONS. 
(From H.M. Minister.) 








STOCKHOLM. 

The Swedish Board of Trade have now submitted to the 
<jovernment their opinion on the numerous requests made 
during the last few months for the protection of Swedish 
industries against foreign competition. 

The Board strongly advise against import prohibitions on 
essential goods, but state they have no objection to well- 
founded prohibitions against the importation of luxuries. 
They deprecate any all-round increase in the rates of duty, 
but recommend that an enquiry be forthwith set on foot into 
the necessity for the provisional raising of the duties in 
special cases, and that a Bill based on the results of the 
enquiry be laid before the Riksdag next Session. They sug- 
gest that the Riksdag should provisionally empower the 
Government to raise the duties within certain specified 
limits. 

The summary of the opinion of the Board is given below: 


Summary oF RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Swedish Board of Trade advise against the proposals 
for import prohibitions on certain essential goods, and for 
the general raising of the Customs duties. They recommend, 
however, that the Government should promptly set on foot 
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an enquiry as to how far in the case of special industries 
which are menaced by foreign competition, and which are 
of special importance to the country, provisional raising ot 
the rates of duty may be necessary, and should bring before 
the Riksdag at the next Session a Bill based on the results 
of the enquiry. 

In regard to luxuries, the Board of Trade have no objec- 
tion in principle to the imposition of import prohibitions in 
cases where they are warranted. 

Causes OF PRESENT SITUATION. 


The Board of Trade consider the following to be the 
principal causes of the present unfavourable situation ot 
‘Swedish industries : — 

(1) The reduction in the purchasing power of money and 
the resulting ineffectiveness of the present rates of duty. 

(2) The low rates of exchange for the currency of the 
Central Powers, and to some extent also of Belgium, France 
and Italy, which favour those countries especially in regard 
to wages. 

(3) The commercial policy pursued by States which control 
raw products, especially coal. 

(4) Restrictions on imports in certain countries. 

(5) The sales in some foreign countries of surplus stocks, 
c.g., metals. 

The Board of Trade note that the increase of imports into 
Sweden during the last six months, taken in conjunction 
with the general reduction of purchasing power, has coni- 
pelled a number of industries to reduce their establishments. 
They therefore anticipate extensive unemployment in the 
near future among industrial workers. 

In advising against import prohibitions on essential goods. 
the Board of Trade consider that the circumstances do not 
warrant such a drastic step. They cannot recommend such 
prohibitions, even as a temporary expedient, in view of the 
risk of prejudicing commercial relations with foreign 
countries. | 

Customs Duttgs. 

With regard to the proposals for provisional raising of the 
Customs duties, the Board of Trade point out that it cannot 
he taken for granted that the difference between the costs 
Gf production at home and abroad exactly corresponds 
to the general reduction of the purchasing power of money. 
They observe, moreover, that the all-round raising of the. 
Customs duties might conduce to maintain prices at a higher 
level than in foreign countries in general, or even to increase 
the present domestic prices. Such a measure would pre- 
sumably tend to increases in wages and give rise to demands 
for similar protection for agricultural produce. In deciding 
on the provisional raising of the rates of duty in special 
cases, care should be taken to avoid evoking renewed labour 
conflicts, or causing a general increase in the price of com- 
modities, or the maintenance of abnormally high prices. 

The Board of Trade propose that the staff and resources 
of the Customs and Treaty Committee should be utilised for 
the purpose of the enquiry. In conclusion, they suggest two 
alternatives, either (1) that definite proposals should be 
drawn up and laid before the Riksdag in the form of a Bill, 
or (2) that the Riksdag should empower the Government 
for a certain period, say one year, to raise the duties within 
certain defined limits (e.g., up to a certain multiple of the 
present rates). The Board of Trade give preference to the 
latter suggestion as being more practicable. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The following summary of the business situation has been 
issued by the National Bank of Commerce of New York :— 

The controlling and outstanding factor to-day is the 
relatively small movement of raw materials and manu- 
factured goods even at reduced prices. This is because 
stocks of goods in the hands of retailers are sufficient to meet 
the needs of a somewhat lessened demand of the consuming 
public. Consumers are restricting their buying in part 
because of some curtailment of their purchasing power, but 
even more because of a willingness to wait until retail prices 
reflect the lower levels of primary prices. Improvement of 
business activity awaits adjustment of retail prices to a 
level satisfactory to the public. It is clear that farmers, for 
example, who constitute the largest single class of consumers, 
and who have already experienced a substantial reduction 
in the prices of their products, will not renew their buying 
on anything other than a hand-to-mouth scale until the price 
of what they buv bears a closer relation to the price of what 
they have to sell. This necessary readjustment of prices to 
consumers is now under way and will he expected to make 
more rapid progress in the future. Its progress will be 
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hastened by the coming into the market of goods which are 
already being produced on lower cost levels for labour and 
material. 

BANKING AND BUSINESS. 


The fundamental relationship of banking and _ business 
now becomes clearly apparent. Both are concerned in the 
present situation ; and the interests of both demand that the 
readjustment be gone through with in orderly fashion, so 
that business activity may be resumed on a sound basis. 
Sentiment respecting forward conditions, which until lately 
had been almost uniformly depressed, is now noticeably im- 
proving in many directions. This better feeling does not 
go to the point of optimism, but there is evident a degree of 
confidence which was previously lacking, in the ability of 
commerce and industry to meet the future successfully and 
to conduct business with reasonable profit. What is now 
required is courage and respect for fundamental economic 
principles. Artificial palliatives which are being urged with 
a view to obviating the difficulties of the adjustment— 
particularly proposals involving further inflation and 
cheapening of credit—must be avoided. Such measures, if 
adopted, could only result in the impairment of the strength 
of the credit structure and in prolonging and increasing the 
difficulties of an adjustment which world-wide conditions 
have made inevitable. 

Money Rates. 

The peak of commercial borrowing may be said definitely 
to have passed, and from now on there should be a gradual 
and moderate reduction in the volume of bank loans. The 
pressure for funds is already less general. The relaxation 
is, however, spotty in character, varying with the kind of 
business, and with the requirements in various sections of 
the country. The gradual reduction of credit requirements 
justifies an expectation of moderate easing of rates. Cross 
currents in the present complex business situation, however, 
make it impossible to forecast when this may be realised. 


WuoLeEsaLeE Commopity Prices. 


The downward price movement, in progress in the case 
of a few commodities a year ago, and for all important 
classes of raw materials for many months past, continued 
without interruption during the month from 16th November 
to 15th December. Even in a period of generally falling 
‘prices, the future course of the price of each commodity is 
to he judged by the supply of and the demand for that 
commodity . At present every commodity must be considered 
also in relation to the present world-wide situation, the 
dominant feature of which is lack of purchasing power in 
Europe. 

The progress of the downward price movement to date 
can be judged by comparison with the highest price reached 
during the period of abnormal activity following the 
armistice. Conditions have changed so greatly since 1914 
that a uniform return to the pre-war price level does not 
seem probable. At the same time, comparison of present 
prices with that level is of value, as a measure of the 
declines which have taken place. It should be specifically 
noted that the price for the nearest available date to the 
15th of each month was not necessarily the highest price 
reached. For purposes of comparison, the price is also shown 
for 15th January, 19174.

CLAIMS FOR DAMAGE, ETC., AGAINST THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


(From H.M. Chargé ad Affaires.) 
Mexico City. 





The following suggestions are offered for the procedure to 
be followed by persons presenting claims against the Mexican 
Government for damages and losses during the Revolution: 

The claim should be drawn up in clear and precise language, 
omitting all details which are not absolutely material to 
the case, and should be made out only for direct losses. 

It should be typewritten in English and, if possible, also 
in Spanish. 

The claimant, if residing out of Mexico, should sign a 
declaration or affidavit to the truth of the statement con- 
tained in the claim. His signature should be witnessed by 
a Consular Officer or a Notary, whose signature should he 
legalised by a Mexican Consular Officer. 

Documentary evidence should be attached in proof of the 
nationality of the claimant. In the case of a British com- 
pany, a certified copy should be produced of the certificate 
of registration under the Company Acts in force in the 
United Kingdom or the Colony in which the company was 


‘formed.

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Exact values should be given in Mexican currency, 
national gold. 

All evidence which can be produced in support of the 
claim should be attached. If possible, this evidence should 
be in the form of affidavits made by eye witnesses in Mexico. 
These affidavits should be made before a competent judge 
by way of ‘Informacion ad perpetuum.” If this is not 
possible, the evidence might be sworn to before a Consular 
Officer. 

Exact details should be given with regard to the losses, 
such as the place where they occurred, the names of persons 
implicated, dates of occurrence, etc. 

A Commission constituted by the Law of 24th November, 
1917, is at present sitting in Mexico City to deal with claims 
presented by persons who have suffered losses during the 
Revolution. The time during which these claims may be 
presented is three years; that is to say, till 24th November, 
1920. (Note.—This date has now been extended to 5th 
February, 1921.) 

British subjects are perfectly at liberty to present their 
claims to this Commission if they wish to do so. Otherwise, 
if they prefer, they may file their claims at the British 
Consulate-General, Mexico City, for presentation to the 
Mexican Government, whenever H.M. Government consider 
that a suitable occasion has arisen. 

It must be borne in mind that the above are not hard and 
fast rules: they have been drawn up at the Consulate- 
General, Mexico City, as an indication of the procedure 
which it is suggested should he adopted by claimants in 
drawing up their claims. 

The claims will no doubt be subjected to considerable 
criticisms and scrutiny, and therefore every care should be 
taken by the claimants to make the case in their favour as 


strong and clear as possible.

PROPOSED ESTABLISHMENT OF PAPER 
FACTORIES. 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 


LIMA. 


The following is the translation of a Bill under discussion 
in the Chamber of Deputies, having for its object the cheapen- 
ing of paper in Peru. Supplies, which at present are very 
dear, arrive chiefly from the United States and Canada. It 
will be noted, however, that Article 4 proposes the free 
import of paper-making machinery and materials. Thus an 
opportunity may be afforded United Kingdom makers of 
supplying such machinery and materials. 

Article 1.—The Executive Power is authorised to initiate 
the organisation of one or more industrial enterprises, 
in or outside of the Republic, the object of which will 
be to install factories for the manufacture of all kinds of 
paper in any suitable place in the coast Province of 
Tumbes and in some part of the ‘*‘ montana ”’ region in the 


Department of Junin. 

Article 2.—The Executive Power will pay during a period 
of ten years to the company or society, whether national or 
foreign, starting the factories above referred to, and allied 
industries, a subvention of 1 centavo for every 1,000 kilos 
of newspaper paper, and 2 centavos for every 1,000 kilos of 
superior class paper, produced for internal consumption or 
for export in the factories established according to this law. 

Article 3.—The Executive Power may cede gratuitously 
to the paper factories the timber forests which they are 
able to dispose of, or expropriate those that may be 
necessary, in Tumbes and in Junin, this concession being 
valid for ten years, and not including the land which pro- 
duces shrubs and small trees. 

Article 4.—The import of the machinery and material 
necessary for the manufacture of all kinds of paper will be 
free of duty, the factories and other property of the company 
being free from district and municipal taxes for a period 
of ten years. 

Article 5._-The paper factories will sell to the publishers of 
newspapers and books in Peru the paper they may need for 
their publications at a discount of 25 per cent. off the market 
price of imported paper. 

Article 6.—The Executive Power will carry out this law, 
fixing the procedure which must be followed in order to 
secure the subvention indicated, and establishing the contro] 
which must be exercised in respect of the efficiency of the 
production and the other objects of this law.

CANADA. 
CANADIAN BANKS AND REPAYMENT OF 
ADVANCES. 
(From the Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
ToRONTO. 


At the annual meeting of the Canadian Bankers’ Associa- 
tion the President of the Association is reported to have 
urged that no undue pressure should be brought to bear by 
the banks on the owners of all classes of commercial coni- 
modities for repayment of advances made by them, but that 
they should be given a reasonable time necessary for the 
gradual absorption of their merchandise by the public, 
thereby avoiding further sudden depreeiation in the value 
of holdings with its accompanying disturbances. Tn short. 
the process of deflation should be made easy and gradual. 
as opposed to the forced liquidation brought shout bv hanks 
in the United States. 
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FINANCE AND BANKING.—continued 
The banks are understood to be encouraging in every way 
the marketing of food products, especially those tor export. 
The credit stringency was considered to be very nearly 
at its worst at the end of November, and the tendency 
henceforth would be toward an easing of funds. According 
as the farmers are paid for their produce they will be able 
to meet their obligations, and the commercial community 
will be relieved thereby. While credits for crops financing 
must continue for a while to expand, there should be a 
reduction in commercial credits. . 
Another favourable feature for Canada at the present time 
is that arrangements recently completed and already 
announced, whereby Great Britain will repay its debt of 
150,000,000 dols. to the Canadian banks in monthly instal- 
ments, until the money is all repaid by April, 1922. This 
will bring a large amount of new money into the country. 
Canada, with its great resources and steadily-increasing 
volume of products, in the opinion of the authority referred 
to above, was probably in a better position to recuperate 
from the war than any other country. Many commercial re- 
adjustments would have to be made, and those engaged in 
lines of business holding merchandise, which is depreciating 
in value with falling prices, would have to draw upon 
profits and _ reserves. Merchants in some lines of 
business would have to take losses, but he believed the 
majority of them had accumulated sufficient surpluses during 
the profitable war period to provide for these contingencies. 
The bankers took the view that, in view of the depreciation 
in commodity values, there had been comparatively few 
commercial complications so far. Whether the winter would 
bring forth a large increase of business failures or not, It 
was rather too early to determine.

APPROACHING TERMINATION OF 
COMMERCIAL, PTREATIES. 


It is announced in the ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for 15th 
November that the Norwegian Government has given the 
requisite three months’ notice to terminate the Commercial 
Conventions of 27th June, 1892, and 25th August, 1903. 
between Norway and Spain, and that these Conventions will 
accordingly cease to have effect as from 3rd February next. 

The ‘“‘Gaceta’”’ for 26th December states that the Spanish 
Government has notified the Governments of Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, and Switzerland, of its intention to 
terminate the Commercial Conventions in force between 
Spain and those countries in three months, counting from 
20th December. As from 20th March, 1921, therefore, the 
undermentioned treaties will cease to be in force: —

LANDING OF CARGO BEFORE DUE ENTRY. 

A notice published in the ‘‘South Africa Gazette” of 
5th November, announces that the Commissioner of Customs, 
under the powers vested in him by Section 35 of the Customs 
Management Act, 1913, has made the following rule, subject 
to which cargo may be landed from a ship before due entry 
has been made : — 

No goods shall be landed from any ship at a port in the 
Union until due entry has been made and warrants granted 
for the unloading of such goods, unless the master or agent 
of the ship shall have applied to the Collector or other proper 
Officer of Customs for permission to land the cargo as 
reported before due entry has been made thereof for the 
purpose of facilitating the despatch of the ship, and shall 
have either: 

(a) Given an undertaking in writing to account for such 
cargo to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of 
Customs; or, at the option of the Commissioner, 

(b) deposited the sum of £100 as security for the pay- 
ment of Customs duties on cargo reported, but 
not accounted for.

PROPOSED FREE PORT AT MANILA. 


(From H.M. Consul-General.) 
MANILA. 

No definite plan has yet been published in connection with 
the proposal to make a ‘‘free zone’”’ at the port of Manila. 
(See the ‘Journal’ of 7th August, 1919, page 182.) Sugges- 
tions vary from a small free port district, where goods could 
be stored and handled free of duty, unless imported (an 
extension of the bonded warehouse system), to a large foreign 
trading zone, similar to that formerly at Hamburg, where 
sorting, repacking, and even manufacturing, could take 
place, the commodities concerned being exported without 
duty. Doubtless considerable expense would be involved in 
the planning and establishment of such a zone, so that even 
if the project is approved (it was reported that the ‘‘free 
port’’ question was shortly to come up before the Legisla- 
ture), some delay seems likely before it can come into opera- 
tion. 

It is not at present clear how far the Free Port will prove 
successful. It seems to be thought that Manila will thereby 
become a leading distributing centre for American and 
foreign trade and an emporium for the Far East. American 
goods, however, already come in duty free, so that the pro- 
posed ‘‘free port”? would not benefit them except in so far 
as landing, handling, and storage charges might be made 
lower. Moreover, the fact that the nearest point of China 
is from two to three days’ distance is a considerable dis- 
advantage to Manila as compared with Hongkong, Shanghai, 
etc., in respect of the largest potential market in the world 
—China. So far as Europe is concerned Manila is not on 
the direct route to any country in the Far East via Suez, 
so that it could only compete with Singapore and Hongkong 
(which are on the direct route), by giving exceptional 
advantages in the way of docking, cheapness, etc. It is, 
of course, on the direct route between Australia and the 
Far East north of Hongkong, but here, again, it is under 
the disadvantage that ports like Hongkong are two or more 
days nearer the big markets. 

A serious disadvantage to Manila is the absence of docks 
(except for occasional use of naval docks some distance 
away) and of dockyard facilities, which constitute a great 
handicap to the development of the port, where only com- 
paratively minor repairs can be undertaken. 

PRESENT Supprty oF F vet. 

Australian and Japanese coal is supplied by local im- 
porters, bunkering being carried on by baskets from lighters 
alongside. Two to three hundred tons per day can usually 
be shipped. One of the companies engaged in the supplying 
of coal is interested in Philippine coal, but it is uncertain 
whether it is yet in a position to supply any quantity 
regularly. Fuel oil can be obtained at all times from a 
British firm which has its own storage tanks.

SOUTH AFRICA. 








REVIEW OF MINERAL OUTPUT IN 1919. 

The Annual Report of the Secretary for Mines and Indus- 
tries, and of the Government Mining Engineer, for South 
Africa, for 1919, is a comprehensive and practical record of 
work done and suggested development. . 

The serious position of the low-grade mines in the Wit- 
watersrand district is a matter of much concern to the 
Government, the mines themselves, and the general public; 
at the present time some are working at a loss, and others 
on only a small and diminished proiit, and the effect as 
regards unemployment will be quite serious if these are to 
close down. In the more productive mines certain labour 


questions are also minimising the output; so that many 


difficult problems are before the Government and the 
industry. 

Attention is now being more definitely concentrated on 
base metals and minerals, and an Inspector of Mines was 
sent to England towards the end of last year to bring to 
the notice of those interested in minerals the favourable 
opportunities presenting themselves in South Africa for the 
exploitation, primarily, of iron ores, asbestos, corundum, 
and mica; and, secondly, salt, lime, gypsum, soda, mag- 
nesite, and graphite. The visit is expected to have useful 
results in the near future. 

It is interesting to note that since July, 1919, a new 
arrangement between the gold producers, the Union 
Government, and the Bank of Engiand has been in force 
whereby the gold mined in the Union is marketed through 
agents in London to the best advantage, and instead of the 
old standard rate of £4-24773 per fine ounce, an average 
of approximately £5-267 per fine ounce was obtained during 


the latter half of the year. .

THE MARKET FOR LINENS AND WOOL. 


(from the Office of H.M. Trade Commissioner.)

Linen Market Conp!rtions. 

Linen prices, especially in the higher grades, show little 
signs of easing for some time to come, according to lecal 
wholesale merchants. They claim that Canadian quotations 
have not been based on the highest levels reached in the 
United Kingdom markets, and hence will not be affected 
by any recessions reported as having occurred in the United 


‘Kingdom until these declines extend to 25 or 30 per cent. 


from the latest prices which have been effective here. 

It would appear that large stocks were purchased by some 
of the local firms six or nine months ago, before manufac- 
turers made the latest advances, and the result has been, it 
is said, that for some time past wholesalers have been 
selling goods at a price lower than that which would have 
to be paid to replace them. 

Buying, meanwhile, is being conducted on a small scale. 
In no quarter is there shown any disposition to purchase 
ahead. The result is a good sorting trade, but little or no 
future business, in the hope of lower prices eventually. 

Woot. 

Canadian mills have sufficient orders on hand to keep 
them busy in most cases, though some recently reported that 
their orders would keep them going only until about the end 
of the year. It seems the general opinion in the wool trade 
that prices have reached a level at which trading can be 
carried on with confidence and certainty. The market has 
shown a much more active tendency with prices steadying 
in consequence. Extensive enquiries are being made for 
Eastern and Western wools, grading from coarse to cross- 
bred, and recent quotations range from 18 cents to 45 
cents, according to grade and general quality. 


FRANCE. 


LYONS GOLD AND SILVER THREAD 
INDUSTRY IN 1920. 
(from H.M. Consul-General.) 








LYOons. 


This industry mainly depends on the Indian market, and 
the high value of the Indian rupee, coupled with the 
scarcity of goods throughout the country, stimulated demand 
greatly at the commencement of the year. European fashions 
also decreed that rich brocades and other articles ornamented 
with gold thread, should be worn this season, which caused 
silk goods manufacturers, both in Lyons and in England, 
to compete for supplies of the thread. The United States 
formed no exception to this eager demand, and large quanti- 
ties of the thread were bought up for industries there. A 
plentiful supply of raw materials and labour favoured the 
prosperity of the trade, and in many cases manufacturers 
extended their machinery to cope with the increased demand. 

After April, however, a decline set in. The rapid fall in 
the price of silver (with the corresponding decline in the 
value of the Indian rupee) was a heavy blow to the Indian 
market. News of the Indian monsoon being unfavourable 
was a warning to gold thread manufacturers to reduce out- 
put, while the present famine in Northern India and the 
tightness of money practically closes this market. The 
European and American demand for gold thread for fashion- 
able articles has also ceased. It is feared that the. present 
crisis in India may not be of short duration, and it is known 
that there are large stocks of gold and silver thread in 
America which must be consumed before there can be any 
fresh demand. On the other hand, there are no such stocks 
in Europe, and it is honed that the present stoppage of 
demand in this market will prove to be only temporary, and 
that articles with gold and silver thread in their make-up 
will remain the fashion for a considerable time to come. 

With the cost of raw materials falling almost daily, manu- 
facturers are not willing to manufacture for stock. The 
result is that the industry is now almost at a complete stand- 
still. Those who have no machinery but who work 
‘‘4 facon,”? have naturally stopped giving out any work: 
and those emploving their own machinery in their own 
factories are working only three to four days a week, or, 
when they can, closing down altogether. Most firms in the 
gold and silver thread industry at Lyons are sound, and 
have worked on cautious lines, so that financial difficulties 
are not expected. The problem of a Jarge number of skilled 
workpeople being thrown out of employment is, however, 
serious.

CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN FOR IMPORTED 
BRITISH COTTON PIECE-GOODS. 


The ‘‘Jamaica Gazette’’ of 21st October, 1920, contains 
copy of Regulations made under Law No. 17 of 1920, by the 
Governor-in-Council on 12th October, 1920, regarding the 
certificate of origin required in the case of British cotton 
piece-goods imported into Jamaica under the Preferential 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—continised 





rate of duty provided tor in Law 17 of 1920. Particulars o! 
the Preference were published on pages 135-6 of the ‘‘Board 
of Trade Journal” of 29th July, 1920. The Regulations are 
as follows :— 

(1) dn the case of goods which are imported on and after the 
10th June, 1920, Preferentia: Rate of Duty must be claimed 
by the Importer at the time of making entry in the Certificate 
of Origin. He should be prepared to substantiate the declara- 
tions on the entry that the goods are (1) consigned from and (2) 
were the growth, production or manufacture of a part of the 
British Empire, by means of a certificate of origin in tne approved 
form. He must a'so, if called upon to do so by the Collector ot 
Customs, produce any other evidence of origin such as the sup- 
plier's invoice, bill ot lading, etc. 

(2) The certificate of origin must be given by the supplier or 
manufacturer in the United Kingdom or the British Empire. 
(Appendix A.) If the Collector is satistied by the production 
ot the certificate or certificates he will forthwith admit the goods 
tu entry as entitled to the preferential rate. The Co!lector may, 
in any case of doubt or of an incomplete or informal certificate, 
call for the production of invoices, bills of lading, ar any such 
further evidence as he may require, but pending the production 
of such evidence he may, uuless he has reason to suspect an 
attempt at fraud, allow delivery of the goods on depos.t of the 
full rate of duty, subject to adjustment if and when he is satisfied 
that the preferential rate is applicable. In the case of goods 
entered to be warehoused, the collector may allow the goods to 
be deposited in warehouse, pending settlement of the rate ot 
duty to which they may be decided to be liable. 

(5) In the case of Empire goods which have been transhipped 
en route, or have been shipped from a foreign port after overland 
transit from the Empire country of origin, the importer et the 
time of making entry wil! be required to produce the through 
bill of lading or railway consignment note from the country ot 
production in support of the certificate of origin. 

Where a through bill of lading or consignment nuie is vot 
available, the loca! bill of Jading or consignment note from the 
original point of origin and certificate of arrival or landing at, 
and exportation from, the port of transhipment will be required. 

(4) In the case of post parcels arriving from a part of the 
Empire, if the contents are not merchandise for sale and do not 
exceed £10 in value for any one addressee, the fo!lowing short 
form of certificate will, in the absence of ground for suspicion, 
be accepted as satisfactory evidence of origin for charging the 
preferential rate of duty :— 

‘‘The contents of this package are not merchandise for 
sale and are cotton piece-goods as defined in Section 2 of 
Law 17 of 1920, and (a) such goods were manufactured in 
(here state Empire country of origin) and (b) such cotton 
piece-goods were in addition made entirely of cotton grown 
within the British Empire. (Strike out (b) where this is 
not applicable).” 

Al! other post parcels, including all parcels containing cotton 
piece-goods. wi!l be subject to the ordinary rules of evidence 0! 
origin applicable to merchandise generally as set out in the 
earlier part of this regulation.

NEW ZEALAND (Samoa). 
CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The Customs Tariff at present in operation in Samoa was 
introduced, with effect from 1st May, 1920, by the Samoa 
Customs Order, 1920, issued by the New Zealand Govern- 
ment under Order-in-Council of 20th April. 1920. Under 
this Order it is prohibited to import any firearms, ammuni- 
tion, or explosives, except under licence issued by the 
Minister of External Affairs, or to import any German or 
Austrian goods, except under licence issued by the Minister 
of Customs. The term ‘German or Austrian goods’’ is 
defined as ‘‘goods which, whether before or after the date 
of this Order, viz., 20th April, 1920, have been manufactured 
in or produced in, or exported from, Germany or Austria, 
“Germany” means the territory of the State of Germany 
as now constituted: ‘Austria’? means any territory which, 
on 4th August, 1914, was part ot the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire, other than territory which belongs to the Republic 
of Czecho-Slovakia, or to the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats, 
and Slovenes, or to the Kingdom of Italy. | 

Goods shall be deemed to have been manufactured or 
produced in Germany or Austria, if as much as five per 
centum of the value thereof, as estimated in accordance with 
the provisions of the New Zealand Customs Act, 1913, with 
respect to goods subject to ad valorem duty, has its source 
in Germany or Austria. 

If a Collector of Customs has reason to suspect that any 
goods imported mto Samoa are German or Austrian goods 
imported without the leave of the Minister of Customs, the 
Collector may detain those goods until such evidence as he 
requires is forthcoming, or until the Minister of Customs 
consents to their importation or exportation. 

If the invoice for any goods imported into Samoa from 
any destination contains or is accompanied by a certificate 
siened by the exporter to the effect that less than five per 
centum of the fair market value in the country of export 
of each article in its condition as exported has its source 
in Germany or Austria. such certificate shall be acepted bv 
the Collector of Customs as sufficient evidence that the goods 
are not German or Austrian goods within the meaning of 
this Order. unless the Collector has reason to believe or 
susnect that the certificate is false or erroneous. ; 

The Schedules or Import and Export Duties contained 
in the Order are as follows :—

NORTHERN RHODESIA. 


IMPORTATION OF JAPANESE SHAVING 
BRUSHES AND FOREIGN DYES AND 
DYESTUFES PROHIBITED. 
Government Notice No. 108, dated 19th October, 192v. 
states that the importation into the Territory is prohibited 
of shaving brushes manufactured in, or originally exported 
from, Japan, and of certain dyes and dyestuffs, except such 
dyes and dyestuffs as are the produce or manufacture of the 
United Kingdom or of any British Possession or 

Protectorate. 


TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO. 


PROPOSED EXPORT TAXES ON PRODUCE. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Bill which 
provides for the imposition of taxes on certain kinds oi 
produce exported from the Colony during the year 1921. 

The Bill imposes taxes on all the goods enumerated in the 
attached Schedule shipped from the Colony during the year 
1921. In the case of sugar, the taxes shall be payable on all 
sugar shipped for export during the year 1921, whether 
manufactured in that year or not, and also on all sugar 
manufactured in Trinidad during the year 1921, whether 
exported or not. No tax imposed by this Ordinance, how- 
ever, shall be payable on sugar manufactured in Tobago.

BELGIUM. 


CERTAIN IMPORT AND EXPORT 
PROHIBITIONS MODIFIED. 

The ‘‘Moniteur Belge’? for 24th December contains a 
Decree issued by the Belgian Ministry of Economic Affairs, 
dated 15th December, which raises certain import and export 
prohibitions,, as indicated below, in respect of the goods 
controlled by that Ministry. The Decree was to come into 
force eight days after publication in the ‘‘Moniteur Belge.’ 

Import Prohibitions Raised.—The following goods will no 
longer be subject to the requirement of an import licence 
or to a certificate of origin :— 

(1) Arms of all kinds 
(2) Toys. 

Export Prohibitions Raised.—The following goods are 

exempted from the requirement of an export licence: 
(1) Steel, semi-manufactured products (ingots, slabs. 
blooms, billets, plates for tongues). 
(2) Worked wood, with the exception of joists, planks. 
and shaped beams, which remain subject to licence. 
(3) Fire bricks, radial bricks (briques radiales) for fire- 
places, grooved, varnished, or enamelled bricks, slag 
and cement bricks. a 
(4) Sheep skins in the wool, and undressed rabbit skins. 
(5) Chemical manures with the exception of the follow- 
ing. which remain subject to licence : — 
Nitrogenous manures:—Sulphate of ammonia. 
nitrate of soda, nitrate of lime, nitrate of 








ammonia, and cyanamide. 

Phosphate manures:—Superphosphate and de- 
phosphorisation slag. 

Potash manures:—Chloride of potassium, sul- 
phate of potassium, crude salts of potash 
(kainite, silvynite, hartshorn). 

Compound chemical manures.

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(6) Oil seeds, except linseed and colza seed. 
(7) Wares of precious metals, 
(8) Bone and bone powder.

The exportation of ingots of precious metals remains 
subject to the control of the Exchange Commission. 





BULGARIA. 


OF CERTAIN 
RESTRICTIONS. 

H.M. Commercial Commissioner at Sofia has forwarded 
translation of an Order, No. 1028, of the Bulgarian Direction 
de Prevoyance, dated 20th November, which removes certain 
restrictions on trade, as from 25th November. The Order 
cancels Order No. 460, dated 22nd May, and published in the 
‘Bulgarian Official Gazette” of 10th June (certain par- 
ticulars of which were given at page 291 of the ‘Board of 
Trade Journal’’ for 2nd September), except in so far as it 
affects the export of goods, so that is now no limitation of 
importers’ profits, nor is it any longer necessary for an 
importer to produce a duly legalised invoice. 

The Order also removes all restrictions on the purchase 
and sale of cattle of all kinds, and on trade in wool and 
sugar. 

The Direction de Prevoyance give notice that, in the event 
of merchants in Bulgaria taking advantage of the freedom 


from control to sell at unreasonably high prices, the control 
will be re-imposed.

COSTA RICA&, 


REVISED CONSULAR REGULATIONS 
(CONSULAR TAX, ETC.), 

The Board of Trade have received copy and translation 
of the new Consular Regulations of Costa Rica which were 
promulgated by a Decree (No. 13), dated 30th April. The 
Decree was published in the “Costa Rican Official Gazette” 
on ¢th May last, and was to come into operation 90 days 
after publication. 

The Regulations provide, inter alia, that there shall be 
levied, on the importation of goods into Costa Rica, a 
Consular tax of 2} per cent. of the total amount of the 
Customs duties payable. Merchandise imported for public 
corporations or charitable establishments duty-free, under 
Law or special concession, is exempt from the Consular tax. 
In the case of merchandise, imported by companies, which for 
any reason enjoys exemption from import duty, the Customs 
duties which such merchandise would pay if not so exempt 
will be ascertained and used as a basis for calculating the 
Consular tax to be levied. 

The Regulations also lay down the fees to be charged for 
the clearance of vessels which load or unload, completely or 
partially, in Costa Rican ports. ‘Ships of from 50 to 800 tons 
register will pay 50 dollars; and those of greater tonnage 
will pay an additional dollar for every hundred tons or 
fraction thereof in excess. ‘These fees are to be paid in the 
Custom Houses at the ship’s port of destination.

GERMANY. 


MODIFICATIONS OF EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 
(MACHINE PARTS AND TANK WAGONS). 


Particulars are given below of certain amendments made 
by recent Proclamations in the German ‘‘Export Free List’’ 
(list of goods which can be exported from Germany without 
licence), a complete translation of which was published at 
pages 777-9 of last week’s issue of the ‘‘Board of Trade 
Journal.”’ 

A Proclamation, dated 22nd December, and published in 
the ‘‘Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ for 27th December, 
authorises the exportation of the undermentioned machine 
parts from Germany without licence, as from the latter date: 
Tariff No. 
er 894 Spare parts, exported separately, in parcels not 

exceeding 25 kilogs, net weight, for the following 
machines, provided such parts are not classified 
under other Tariff numbers : — 
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Steam engines, steam and gas turbines, water-power 
machines (turbines, water wheels, and hydraulic 
engines), combustion and explosion motors (except 
those for vehicles), gas motors for blast furnaces, 
hot-air and compressed-air motors, and other 
power machines (except steam locomotives and 
locomobiles and electro motors), wind motors, 
winding machines, whether or not combined with 
dynamos, pumps, hammers, blowing machines. 
freezing machines and winding machines; power 
machines (except electro motors), combined with 
non-portable winches or capstans; fixed, portable, 
or floating cranes, dredgers, and _ pile-driving 
machines. 

In virtue of a further Proclamation, dated 21st December. 
and published in the ‘‘Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ on 28th 
December, the exportation from Germany of tank wagons 
of a capacity of 14 cubic metres and over (ex Tariff No. 914) 
is prohibited as from 28th December, even if such wagons 
are in course of use by public transport companies or public 
authorities. 





FRANCE. 


RE-IMPOSITION OF CUSTOMS 
CERTAIN ARTICLES. 


The ‘‘Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) for 26th and 27th December 
contains a Presidential Decree, dated 18th December, which 
reimposes the Customs duty, as increased by ‘‘coefficients of 
increase,’ on metal bridges and parts thereof, and rails and 
fishplates, destined for the repair of means of communica- 
tion of importance in the national defence. Goods included 
in these classes which are proved to have been forwarded 
direct to France before the publication of the Decree, wil! 
be admitted free of duty.

AMENDMENTS OF EXPOR'’ 
PROHIBITIONS. 


With reference to the notice at page 327 ot the ‘‘Board 
of Trade Journal’? for 9th September, and previous notices 
respecting the regulations governing the export of certain 
articles from Italy, H.M. Commercial Secretary at Rome 
has forwarded information to the effect that licences are no

SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE STATE 


PEKIOD OF STORAGE IN CUSTOMS WARE- 
HOUSES REDUCED. 

New Regulations have been issued by the Minister ol 
Finance of the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats, and Slovenes, 
reducing the peried during which goods may be left in 
Customs warehouses in the Kingdom. The Regulations as 
now amended provide that all categories of goods may 
remain in the warehouse at the Customs station, at which 
Customs examination is to take place, for five days only 
(counting from the time the goods are handed over to the 
Customs by the Railway authorities), and outside the ware- 
house for ten days. Should the consignee not remove his 
goods within this period, the Customs authorities are to 
sell the goods by auction, and after deducting the Customs 
dues and expenses of sale from the sum realised, deposit the 
halance with the Minister of Finance. Should this money 
be unclaimed for one month, it is confiscated. 

This limitation of the period allowed for storage has been 
made on account of the lack of warehouse accommodation. 








SPAIN. 
EXPORT OF RICE. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading at 
page 75 of the ‘‘Board of Trade Journal’ for 15th July 
last, it should be noted that the ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid’’ for 
I8th December contains a Royal Order, dated 16th December, 
modifying the conditions under which rice may be exported 
from Spain on and after lst January, 1921. 

The Order authorises the exportation from Spain of any 
quantity of cleaned or manufactured rice subject to com- 
pliance with certain conditions, including the following :— 

(a) The payment of an export duty of 10 pesetas per 
100 kilogs net weight, 2} pesetas of this sum being 
allocated to the local authorities. (The former 
export duty was 20 pesetas per 100 kilogs.) 

(h) The deposit of a quantity of rice equal to 30 per 
cent. of the amount exported, to be at the disposal 





of the Direction-General of Agriculture at a price’ 


of 45 pesetas per 100 kilogs. (Under the regula- 
tions formerly in force the quantity of rice to be 
deposited was fixed at 50 per cent. of the 
quantity exported, and the price to be given for 
such deposited rice was 52 pesetas per 100 kilogs.) 
(-) The payment of a charge of 10 centimos per 100 
kilogs net weight to cover administrative expenses. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


With reference to recent notices under the above heading, 
H.M. Commercial Secretary at Madrid reports, by telegraph, 
that the rate of surcharge, for the month-of January, in 
respect of import and export duties, Customs fines, etc., 
paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of the Bank of Spain, 
has been fixed at 47°38 per cent.

EXPORT DUTY ON TUNNY FISH. 


The “Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 15th De¢ember 
publishes a Royal Decree (No. 1730), dated 21st November, 
which provides for the levying, as from 15th December, of 
a duty on tunny fish and produets thereof exported from, 
and the product of the territorial waters of, Tripolitania and 
Cvrenaica. at the following rates :— 

(a) Tunny fish, salted, in oil or preserved in any 
manner, 6 lire per 100 kilogs. 

(b) By-products of the tunny fish (guts, oil,  ete.), 
preserved in any manner, 4 Jire per 100 kilogs. 








TUNIS. 


EXPORT DUTY ON PHOSPHATE INCREASED. 


A Beylical Decree, dated 15th November, and published in 
the ‘‘Journal Officiel Tunisien’’ for 20th November, imposes, 
as from Ist January, 1921, a special tax of 2 francs per 
metric ton on the export of phosphate from Tunis. This 
tax is additional to the duty of 50 centimes per metric ton 
provided for by the Decree of lst December, 1898. 

If the export of phosphate during any fiscal year exceeds 
two million metric tons. the special tax may be reduced for 
the next fiscal year to between 2 and 14 francs per ton.

PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


NETHERLANDS. 


PROPOSED INCREASED TAXATION OF 
SPIRITS. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at The Hague reports that 
the Minister of Finance proposes to increase the taxation 
of spirits in the Netherlands as follows : — 

(1) The Excise duty on spirits is to be increased trom 150 
florins to 300 florins per hectolitre of 50 per cent. strength. 
(On spirits imported into the Netherlands, the Excise duty 
is levied in addition to the Customs import duty.) 

(2) The Excise duty on wood spirit (methyl alcohol) is to 
be increased from 330 florins to 660 florins per hectolitre of 
00 per cent. strength. 

(3) The import duty on wood spirit and all liquids prepared 
therefrom or mixed therewith is to be increased from 3 florins 
3/7 cents to 6 florins 67 cents per litre. 

_ (4) The import duty on all solids containing wood spirit 
is to be increased from 4 florins 25 cents to 8 florins 40 cents 
per kilog.

DEPARTMENT OF OVERSEAS TRADE. 
FACILITIES OFFERED TO BRITISH TRADERS. 


he Department of Overseas Trade has at its command an 
extensive overseas intelligence system, which comprises the 
Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign coun- 
tries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other Trade 
Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects of 
commercial interest is received at the Department, where it is 
collated and classified in a form convenient for reference, and 
is available to any British trader upon personal or written ap- 
plication to the Department at 25, Old Queen Street, West- 
minster, London, S.W.1.
